PETROGRAD, Sept. 2S.—(Delayed.) 


—Premier Kerensky took the initia- 
tive today and coolly faced what may 
be the supreme test of the power ol 
his government. At the very begin- 
ning of thel democratic congress callet 
by the Maximalists and the councils 
of workmen's and soldiers' delegates 
to question his power and perhaps 
to demand a new government the 
premier accepted the challenge. 
He 


told the congress that his regime had 
saved Russia In its darkest hours. 


Tho government also indicated its 


policy of a firm continuation of the 
war when Gen. Verkhovsky, the min- 
ister of war, pledged the convention 
to a final victory over Germany if 
discipline in tho army was restored. 
The general's reference to the return 
of discipline and his announcement 
that the officers would be named by 
their superiors, instead oC elected by 
the soldiers was applauded only mild- 
ly but his address as a whole evoked 
more cheers than did the premier's. 
Destroyed Korniloff's Revolt 


"I prevented it. I destroyed it. 
I 


was informed from the beginning of 
its existence," declared the premier 
regarding the revolt of Gen. Korniloff. 


When 'the premier declared that 


the good of Russia necessitated the 
observance of order 
and 
discipline, 


one of the most dramatic heckling In- 
cidents which punctuated tho address 
occurred. 
The premier had reached 


a pause in Ilia address when a loud 
voice in the gallery shouted: "You 
are the great mischief worker of the 
country."

PETEOGRAD, Sept 28.—(Delayed.) 


—Premier Kcrensky took the initia- 
tive today and coolly faced what may 
bo the supreme test of the power of 
his government. At the very begin- 
ning of the democratic congress called 
by tho Maximalists and the councils 
of workmen's and. soldiers' delegates 
to question his power and perhaps 
to demand a new government the 
premier accepted the challenge. 
He 


told the congress that his regime had 
saved Russia in its darkest hours. 


Tho government also indicated its 


policy of a firm continuation of 1he 
war when Gen. Vcrkhovsky, the min- 
ister of war, pledged the convention 
to a final victory over Germany if 
discipline in the army was restored. 
The general's reference to the return 
of discipline and his announcement 
that the oflicers would be named by. 
their superiors, instead of elected by 
tho soldiers was applauded oniy mild- 
ly hut his address as a whole evoked 
more cheers than did the premier's. 
Destroyed Korniloff's Revolt 


"I prevented it. 
I destroyed it. -I 


was informed from the beginning of 
its existence," declared the premier 
regarding tfie revolt of Gen. Korniloff. 


When 'the premier declared- that 


the good of Russia necessitated 
the 


observance" "of order 
and 
discipline, 


one of-the most dramatic heckling In- 
cidents which punctuated the address 
occurred. 
Tho premier had readied 


pause in bis address when a loud 


voice in tho 
gallery 
shouted: "You 
ire the great mischief worker of the 
country." 


Krom a bedlam of hisses and ap- 


plause, voices from the floor chal- 
en.cred the heckler to rise.

mon'soldier in the back gallery arose

n-own blouse stood calmly facing a 
orrent of hisses from the supporters 


of Premier Kerensky. 


Eight hundred delegates hacl seats 


on the main floor. The sombre col- 
ors of the clothes of .peasants, work- 
men and private soldiers predominat- 
ed . Here and there were the brighter 
colors of the uniforms of officers. The 
galleries were jammed with a varle- 
gatad crowd of spec tutors who con- 
sidered it tbeSr right to interrupt 
the proceedings with questions. 


There w"as an air of tense excitement 


In the crowd :is a result of rumors that 
the agitator Lenlne was in Pctro^rad 
t-nd would appear at 
the 
convention.

died down, however, 
when no

The applause which greeted premier 
JCerensky indicated tli.it tie Jmd a small 
minority with him. The socialists sup- 
porting htm contend that he lias a ma- 
jority of the convention.

In view of the exorbitant demands 


of various crafts whose work is in- 
dispensable to the success of. the war, 
It Is absolutely necessary that com- 
pulsor? arbitration be inaugurated at 
least for the duration 
of the war. 


When the rate of Increase reaches 25 
to 50 per cent., radical measures are 
necessary. 
The demands of the coal 


miners, if granted, would increase the 
price of coal probably 
$2 per ton. 


That would be rank extortion, but the 
miners do not care who pays the bill 
If they carry their point. 


Similar conditions exist in regard 


to other crafts. The corporations, the 
steel manufacturers, the meat pack-

are comman- 


deered by the government, but the 
miner, the shipwright, the mechanic, 
seem to be entirely free to proclaim 
strikes if their demands, whether just 
or otherwise, are not promptly con- 
ceded.

We've borne tho worst of a soldier's
